Official n otice has been received by 
Mrs. S Wall, of 9517 106th street, of 
the death of her youngest son, Edgar 
Frank Wall, on October 10th, 1918, 
while in the fighting at Le Cateau 
with the Fort Garry Horse, He left 
Edmonton on August 14th, 1914, with 
the 19th Alberta Dragoons for Val- 
cartier and arrived in France early in 
1915. After being at the front for 
two vears and eight months he was 
wounded in the foot with shrapnel, 
causing blood potsoning all through 
his system, He was eent to h ospital 
in England, where he underwent treat- 
ment for several months, and when 
convalescent was attached to the 
sergeants’ mess staff at Shorncliffe. 
In February, 1918, he went to Ciap- 
ham to take a special course In cook- 
ing with substitutes, passing with 
honors. On April 18th he was at- 
tached to the Fort Garry Horse and 
again sent to France.

|THE USE OF THE “LOUD PEDAL.” 
| Anyone describing their plano to a 
friend would probably mention its 
beautiful case, the finish and design, 
the action, hammers, strings, keys and 
nearly every part of its equipment ex- 
cepting the insignificant little pedals 
which usually go unnoticed. Yet these 
same little pedals are carefully fitted 
in the piano, nicely polished, and 
made strong enough to endure years of 
use, strenuous use, for a very definite 
purpose. The purpose so often misun- 
derstood is that of the “loud pedal” 
as many wrongly call it. 

A little girl who was 
pedal continuously, was asked 
and she said "I'm trying to play loud.’ 
Like many other pupils this girl had 
a mistaken conception of the pedal. 
She had not been thoroughly impress- 
ed with the idea that what shé thought 
was a loud pedal is in reality a damper 
pedal, and may be used in the very) 
softest passages. Loud playing should 
not be done by pedal—the hands and 
arms are for that purpose. If the 
pedal is used promiscuously and in- 
cessantly for loud playing the ear be- 
comes accustomed to a conglomera- 
tion of noises which in time would be- 
come necessary to satisfy the ear

| can be sustained for two or three mea- 
sures In a line of a rythm tune, pro- 
ducing a most charming effect. Very 
frequently—in the course of a hymn 
tune—a_ fine effect is obtained by 
|choosing the most melodious portions 
| from the tenor and alto parts as they 
occur, and playing them on a solo stop,

Originally established as a city of ref- 
uge, it received, in the course of time, 
the privilere of affording asylum to

Valenciennes then 
became the stronghold of Protestant- 
ism In Hainault, but it was bestered 
and captured in 1567 by Margaret of 
Parma, damehter of Chafles V., and 
rerent of the Netherlands A great 
many were executed and the franchis- 
es of the city were revoked. In 1677 
Louis XIV. took the city after an 
elght days’ siege, and Vaughan, 
great French military engineer, then 
constructed the citadel, It was be- 
sieged in 1793 by an allied force of 
150,000 men with 400 cannon, under 
the Duke of York son of George ITT, 
and it surrendered only after forty- 
three days’ bombardment, when the 
garrison was reduced to 3,900 men. 
But in 1815 it was defended success- 
fully against the allies. 

Of Valenciennes it may be said that 
peace had her victories no less re- 
nowned than war. As a commercial 
centre it probably reached its height 
in the fourteenth century, when a 
merchant, on one occasion, had at his 
table the Kings of Bohegnia and Na- 
varre, the Counts of Hainault, Flan- 
ders, Namur, and Gueldres, in addl-
